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A REPUBLICAN'S VIEWS. 


A communication from 
Thoma 


Nelson, an old citizen of Humbold 
county, appears in the JocBjrAi.. Mr 
Nelson is a JBepublican, and argue 
from the standpoint of that party. Hi 
Bays if Harrison had been elected there 
would be but the silver question t 
deal with. Conceding that his opinion 
is correct, the silver men can, with 
good reason, say the same. If a free 
coinage President and Congress ha< 
been elected, the silver question wonlc 
be disposed of ere this and the tarif 
question would be the only one of im 
portiince with which Congress woulc 
now have to deal. 


Mr, Nelson is aware that the tarif 


has been an issue between the Eepub 
lican and Democratic parties for years 
The Mills bill was u party issue, though 
a few Republicans voted for it. In the 
last Presidential campaign tariff wa 
the issue in every State east of thi 
Missouri, and Republicans and Demo 
orats exorcised all the devices known 
to adroit politic..' " to make it th 
issue in the States .. ot of theMissour 
and succeeded in doing to in some o 
these States. 


The Democrats declared that thi 


election of Cleveland indicated tha' 
the people of the East favored tarif 
reform, and Republicans in Congress 
admit as much. If all the States in 
which silver was made the issue had 
given their electoral votes for Harrison 
the result would not have been differ- 
ent. 


Now Senators and Representatives 


as well as many others who have given 
much attention to economic affairs, are 
of the opinion that the contraction o 
the currency, due to the deinouetiza 
tion ot silver, 19 the cause of tbe busi 
ness depression and low prices, as high 
tariff and free trade nations are ahk< 
affected. Outside of goldbug circles 
their views on this question are not 
disputed. It is generally admitted 
that the passage or defeat of the Wil 
son bill will not restore prosperity to 
the country, and that the fluancia 
question is the paramount issue of the 
day. 


No person, except a hide-bound par 


tisan or one incapable of reasoning 
will deuy that the remonetization o 
silver is of the greatest importance to 
Nevadn. Mining towns throughout the 
State which a few years ago attorded a 
home market for all the products of 
the farm and the dairy, are deserted 
property has depreciated in value and 
commodities which are not affected by 
the tariff, as v ell as tho< o v aich are 
protected, are selling at le 
•. than the 


cost of production. Whj then should 
not the people of the whole country 
but especially those of the silver pro- 
ducing States, agitate the silver ques- 
tion and endeavor to get the metal rs- 
&tororl ' r> its old standard? 


TlIK 1'lNANCIAt, QUESTION PAKA- 


MOUNT, 


The San Francisco Chronicle inter- 


viewed Senator John P. Jones of Nev- 
ada. The Senator's words as published 
in the Chronicle appear in this issue of 
the JOURNAL 
He reiterates what he 


asserted in his speech in the Senate, 
and at Reno on his receut visit to this 
place. He says silver and the financial 
question forji tho paramount issue. 
No substantial relief can come to the 
country until the volume of money is 
increaa-d 
The gold standard >s im- 


practicable. The repeal of the Sher- 
man act brought no relief; neither will 
tbe passage or defeat of the Wilson bill 
bring relief. 


The attention of the citizens of Nev- 


ada, and especially of those who load 
the gold bug papez-s of tho State, is 
directed to tbia iutervies with Senator 
Jones, as it proves that the JOURNAL 
did not misquote his statements when 
he visited Reno, as the goldbug papers 
insimi ited it had dona. It is also worth 
while to compare what the Senator 
says with one of the resolution1- adopt- 
ed by the Reno Republican Club, which 
charges " that the party in 
k>ower is 


aided and abbetted by other parties 
clothed with less power »nd claiming 
silver as their shibboleth, but in reality 
injuring the cause of bimetallism by 
their course and 
retarding State 


growth generally." 


Senator Jones, as stated, declares in 


the halls ot Congress and in numerous 
interviews in several States, that silver 
and the financial question is the para- 
mount issue of the day. Silver is his 
shibboleth; yet no person whose brains 
are not addled, will accuse him or the 
Silver party of injuring the cause of bi- 
metallism or retarding State growth 
generally, the resolution of the Reno 
Republican Club notwithstanding. 


TKANSMISSliilPPI CONGRESS. 


The Transmissippi Commercial Con- 


gress meets in San Francisco to-day. 
Its first session was held in Galveston 
four years ago, its second at Denver, 
its third at Omaha, its fourth at New 
Orleans and its fifth at Ogden. Repre- 
sentatives have been appointed to these 
Congresses from all tie States and 
Territories west of the Mississippi, 
and it is expected that about 500 del- 
egates will be in attendance at the ses- 
sion in San Francisco. 


The object of the Congress is to dis- 


cuss all questions of public interest 
which affects the west, but especially 
those which may be the subject of leg- 
islation at Washington. Among these 
are the remonetization of silver, irri- 
gation of arid lands, disposition of the 
public domain, mining laws, improve- 
ment of navigation in Pacific Coast and 
Gulf of Mexico harbors, Nicaragua 


Canal and the annexation of Hawaii. 
Resolutions will be adopted on many 
if not all these questions expressive of 
public sentiment in the west with a 
view of influencing legislation in Con- 
gress.

Petitions Against Free "Wool—The Peck-

WASHINGTON, February 12.—In the 


Senate the Judiciary Committee de- 
cided to report the Peckham case with- 
out recommendation. 


A petition signed by 30,000 wool 


growers owning one-seventh of all the 
sheep in the United States, protesting 
against the free wool clause of the 
tariff bill, was presented by Cullum. 
Among the petitions are the Navajo 
tribe of Indians, who own a million 
and a half of sheep. 


A petition against free iron ore and 


free lumber was presented by Faulkner, 
and a similar 
petition protesting 


against the Wilson bill as a whole were 
presented by Cockrell and Gallinger. 


Gray of Delaware addressed the Sen- 


ate oa the Hawaiian question. 
He 


said: 


" The evidence all goet. to show that 


the annexation movement was confined 
to that comparatively small junta of 
able, intelligent and vicious men who, 
with the aid of the American Minister, 
accomplished so far as they could the 
object which they had in view. I want 
to say now that I believe Stevens a good 
man, 
a good neighbor and an honest 


citizen, but he is not the most discreet 
man that ever occupied such a position 
in a foreign country. He knew the 
project in hand, and it is impossible 
for me to believe otherwise than that 
Stevens was in active complicity with 
the Provisional Government."

BRAZILIAN NEWS. 


Severe righting at Nlctheroy. 


MONTEVIDEO, 
February 
12. — The 


Hei aid's correspondent in Bio de 
Janeiro, Brazil, sends word that the 
Igbtmg at Nictheroy, where the rebels 
landed troops at Areia Point on Febru- 
ary 9th, was very fierce. It could 
hardly be decided which force came 
out victorious. Man v were killed and 
many others wound rvl ou both sides, 
and the 
GoverrrnRm, troops, com- 


manded by General Argollo, made a 
valiant defense. The insurgents landed 
roops and destroyed the beach and 
hilltop forts of the Government. With 
six heavy guns and two magazine guns 
;hey swept the streets of Nictheroy, 
but was finally forced to retreat before 
superior numbers of the Government 
forces. The government admits a loss 
of 200, but 500 is nearer the true loss. 
The insurgents succeeded beyond all 
lopes, having destroyed the Govern- 
ment position most menacing to the 
fleet, and having lost but 270 men in 
all.

THE TABIPF BILL. 


As to the tariff bill in the Senate, the 


Senator thinks it ia hard to say wieth- 
er it will have a majority or not. He 
considers that there is no doubt that 
material changes will be made. The 
income tax is likely to be eliminated 
and the sugar clause may be changed. 
Personally Senator Jcnes considers 
an income tax more or less a premium 
upon perjury. The best people would 
pay it and the worst would avoid it. 
One man may receive an income of 
$15,000 or $20,000 on his ventures 
wherein he constantly risks his all in 
the enterprises. The results are un- 
certain and require his constant atten- 
tion, while others have funds safely 
and 
permanently 
invested. Both 


should not be taxed the same 


THE I'ARAMOVNT ISSUE. 


As to the bond issue, Mr. Jones says: 


"No prominent lawyer anywhere be- 
lieves in Mr. Carlisle's right to issue 
bonds except for the purpose of re- 
deeming the greenbacks in circulation 
at the time the ar' was passed." The 
Senator believes that silver and the 
financial question form the paramount 
issue. There can come no substantial 
relief to the country until the volume 
of money is increased either through 
the use of silver or otherwise. A gold 
standard is impracticable. 


GOLD GROWS MOKE VALUABLE. 


" What does gold maintain a parity 


with ?" he asked. "Its production is 
more a matter of chance than that of 
almost anything else. The parity of 
gold and all other money is with the 
unit of the product of labor. Since the 
demonetization of silver, gold 
has 


never remained on o parity wiih any- 
thing. It has steadily grown more and 
more valuable and 
everything else 


cheaper for the last twenty years. The 
repeal of tbe purchasing clause of the 
Sherman act has brought no relief. 


"The question will not down. I do 


not speak in behalf of the silver pro- 
ducers, who are but a handful, but in 
behalf of the millions whose interests 
are bound up in the silver question. 
What avails protection against foreign 
competition while making conditions 
which render us powerless to with- 
stand home competition ? The pass- 
age of the Wilson bill will not bring 
relief, neither will its defeat."

HVPNOT'ZiNG SERMON. 
LEE'S CHRISTMAS FARE. 


Vrnnk Wilson Falls Anleep In Church and 


Slumbers Sixty Boors. 


Frank "Wii&on attended the Hemenway 


Methodist church at Evanston Sunday 
night and fell asleep -while the pastor, 
Eev. C. E. Wilkinson, was preaching. 
He did not thoronghly awaken until 
Wednesday morning at 8:30 o'clock. 
Drs, Palmpr and Gray worked over the 
unconscious man the greater part of 
Sunday night without avail. When Wil- 
ton awoke, aside from a slight weakness 
he said he felt as well a$ ever. 


Wilson is about 25 years old and is a 


student in the Garrett Biblical institute, 
Evanstou. He ia of slight build and of 
fair complexion, and of late has been 
complaining of not feeling well. He and 
Harry Boyes, another student, went to 
church together. Shortly after the pas- 
tor began speaking Wilson's eyes closed, 
and his head dropped on his companion's 
shoulder. 
He was apparently sound 


asleep. Boyes, knowing that Wilson had 
not been feeling well and thinking that 
on account^of the excessive heat in the 
church he h"ad become faint, did not at- 
tempt to arouse him. After the congre- 
gation had passed out at the close of the 
service he tried to awaken his compan- 
ion. Repeated shakings seemed to make 
no impression on the sleeper, and Dr. 
Palmer, who was present, advised that 
Wilson be carried ont to the fresh air. He 
was immediately taken outside and given 
a vigorous rubbing and restoratives ad- 
ministered. 
At one time during the operation Wil- 
son appeared to be regaining conscious- 
ness, and opening his eyes said: "What's 
the matter? Where am I?" Then he 
went ba,ck into a comatose condition. 
Seeing that the case was of a serious na- 
ture, Dr. Palmer called a cab, and the 
young man was taken to his room at Dr. 
Gray's home. Here both physicians con- 
tinued to work over him. All Sunday 
night Wilson's respiration was low, but 
regular, and his pulse at times was very 
feeble. He came out of his unconcious- 
ness naturally and now appears to be 
all right. Neither Dr. Gray nor Dr. 
Palmer can give any explanation of Wil- 
son's long sleep. They do not think that 
any serious results will follow.—Chicago 
Herald.

TKE SICILIAN REVOLT. 


Pile to th« Indignation of the Poor Over 


Injustice In Collecting Tax. 


The Sicilian trouble began at Mazzara, 


a town of 14,000 inhabitants. 
The sys- 


tem of local taxation, which is the griev- 
ance of the masses throughout Italy, ex- 
ists in Sicily. The rich escape through 
corruption, and the poor carry the whole 
burden. The people met in mass meet- 
ing and voted to abolish the municipal 
taxes. The authorities, after pretending 
to yield, sent for troops. The mob was 
enraged and burned all the public build- 
ings. The troops attacked them, but 
were overmatched, surrounded and un- 
able to return to their barracks. They 
tried to bivouac in the square. The mob 
renewed the attack, and this battle last- 
ed all night, and many were killed on 
both sides. In the morning the people 
went home, and more troops came and 
prevented a renewal of the hostility. 


Then the people of Salemi followed the 


example of Mazzara. The officials had 
warning and garrisoned the public build- 
ings. When the mob attacked them, it 
was at first repulsed. The rebels turned 
their attention to other buildings and 
houses. The rich half of the town was 
destroyed, and much loss of life occurred 
before the troops gained control. 


At Castelvetrano a mob of 7,000 at- 


tacked tho jail, freed the prisoners and 
then held a meeting and voted to lynch 
the tax collector and dismiss the munic- 
ipal officers. 
Both resolutions were 


duly executed. 
The president of the 


Workmen's league was installed as 
mayor, or sydic. 


The inhabitants of Pietraperzia made 


deuiands" upon the local authorities, 
which were refused, and the troops were 
called out. 
After a bloody battle, in 


which many fell, the troops retreated. 
The mob burned all the public buildings 
and houses of the wealthy. Only the poor 
quarters of tho town remain. 
These 


scenes were repeated at Valguarnera, 
Marines, Canicatti, Trapani, Santa Nifa 
and other places.—New York Sun's Lon- 
don Letter.

There Were Cabbage and Baeoa, but the 


Baeon Was Only Borrowed. 


As the fortune of wax baa favored bis 
larder, through gome skillful foraging 
of Epbraim, a negro, who was bis faith- 
ful cook, bodyservant and waiter— 
three gentlemen in one—General Lee 
invited several officers to dine With him 
on Christmas day, 1864. The luchy 
recipients of the timely invitation were 
five in number, all officers of distinc- 
tion, among tbein Generals Longstreet, 
Gordon and Kershaw. They woro all 
on timo when the dinner waa celled. It 
was served on a rongh pine table, with- 
out a cover, in General Lee's weather 
beatan tent. It consisted of boiled cab- 
bage, and eigM o? ten boiled sweet po- 
tatoes ai,tl,a dish oi' rice cooked dry. 
Tho piece de resistance, which indeed 
the knightly guests found it hard to 
resist, was a small bit of fat bacon, 
abont 8 inches square, that lay on top of 
the large cabbage. Now, bacon was as 
rare in the Confederate camp at that 
time as are roses on the iiorthc7'n hill- 
tops in December. 
Yon can imagine, 


tberelpve, the celf restraint exercised 
by each gaest as they declined in turn a 
slice of the delectable meat proffered 
by their host, who held the earring knife 
and fork ready to cut and help. 


It was obseived that when the gen- 


eral, after helping to the cabbage, said 
to the gnest whose plate Epbraim held 
ont, "Allow me to help you to a slice 
of the bacon ?'' the devoted old servi- 
tor's hand trembled greatly. In fact, 
he seemed to be in a state of decided 
fright. 
The high military rank of the 


guests would not account for his trepi- 
dation, for ho daily served near a mas- 
ter who outranked them all. There 
was no splendor left in the tracery of 
faded gold lace on their battle stained 
uniforms to dazzle his eyes and cause 
them to roll about and glance from ba- 
con to guest, and from guest to bacon, 
as each answered the half question with 
the words, "No, thank you, general." 
The discomposure of the serving man 
was all the more striking from its con- 
trast with the serene, self poised dig- 
nity of his benign master. 


Dinner over, the general and his 


guests retired from the tent, but as they 
passed ont General Lee turned and said 
in a low tone, "Ephraim, we have an- 
other cabbage, have we not?" 


The answer was, "Yes, sab, Mass 


Bob. We's got an udder cabbage, sah." 


"Then, Ephraim," said the general, 


"save the piece of bacon to cook with 
that cabbage." 


The prompt and decisive reply, "No, 


sah, Mass Bob, I can't do datt i jis 
borrow dat piece of bacon for sessonin 
from a friend ober darin Richmon, and 
I dono gib up my parole ob honor dat 
I'll gib him back dat same bacon what 
1 borrow." 


The general, who could not be a party 


to any man's violation of his parole of 
honor, consented at once to the return 
of the bacon that had so successfully 
inn tbo gantlet of six hungry diners,
